ler of the eenate presiding, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to wait upon, the gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor elect aud 
Inform them thuC the senate and house as- 
sembled in convention, wuro inveadinusa to 
administer the oaths of ofllce prescribed by 
the constitution and tlie laws of the 
United Status aud of the commonwealth. 


In u few minutes the justices of tho su- 


preme and superior courte, under escort of 
Sheriff O'Briiiii, entered tho chamber, fol- 
lowed shortly 
afrenvard by Governor- 


elect GroenhtUge and Lieutenant Governor- 
elect Woleott, tlio military staff of tlie 
coiilniauder-in-cliief of the militia and the 
members of tho now and the old executive 
council. Then came the invited guests, 
many of whom have held high positions 
In tho commonwealth. 


The oaths of ofiice were administered to 


the governor-elect; by President Butler. 
The lieutenant governor-elect was then 
sworn in and the oaths were administered, 
and proclamation was made, by William 
31. Olin, secretary of tho commonwealth. 
Governor GroenhalgO was then presented 
by President Butler, and at 12:25 ho began 
the reading of his inaugural address. 


During the reading of the address, the 


chamber was full to overflowing on the 
floor and in the galleries, a large number 
of ladies being present. The governor was 
frequently interrupted by applause, and 
upon closing his recommendations and 
suggestions received a hearty nncl pro- 
longed endorsement from the hands of 
his hearers. 


The governor then lp£i the chamber, to- 


gether with the lieutenant governor, tho 
staff, tho two councils and tho guests gen- 
erally. The senate also withdrew to its 
own chamber.

A Wooden Building Wlilch fiaa Been 


Treasure Hautie For the 


Japan possesses what is undoutbodly tna 


oldest woodtn structure in the world. 
It 


contains tho art treasures of the mikado 
and is situated at Kara, which for soma 
years was tho imperial residence. 
The 


building is oblong in shape and is built ol 
triangular logs of wood. It rests on piles. 
Tho wood used Is of native growth and 
Bhows extraordinary lasting power, con- 
sidering tho trying climate which it has 
had to endure, for over 1,200 years. A pe- 
culiar feature about the logs of which the 
building is constructed IB that in tho parts 
most exposed to the weather the loge are 
thinner by several Inches than those In a 
more sheltered position, tho wood having 
gradually 
worn away. 
The treasures 


which tho storehouse contains are of great 
antiquity and have only been seen by Eu- 
ropeans during tho last three years. They 
consist of rara and beautiful fabrics ol 
Persian, Indian, Chinese and Turkish 
manufacture and ancient articles of "ver- 
tu" from all parts of the world. Among 
the objects of Interest is the earliest known 
specimen of Japanese printing. 
Even to- 


day rnony of the words are easily decipher- 
able. 
Tho treasures have remained un- 


disturbed in the same building for 1,1300 
years, and despite tha troublous times 
through which it has been in existence it 
has never been injured ordisturbed. Many 
of tho treasures arc still packed up in the 
storehouse ohatubei1 undarground, where 
they havo lain for hundreds of years, and 
when thoy are brought to view some new 
llghc rnny bo thrown upon tho early history 
of tho country. 
They may nnd probably 


will disclose) muob. valuable information 
about tho other Asiatic countries, because
